huudieds of babies doomed to die 
under present conditions would be 
saved 
The government went to the 


expense of preparing, printing and 
distributing this book for tho sake 
of saving babies. And babies are dy- 
ing right along on account of the 
need of such information on the part 
of mothers. 
Obviously, information 


like this cannot be delivered by shot- 
gun methods 
The government can- 


not send oul one hundred of these 
bulletins indiscriminately, in order 
to reach one mother, here and there 
who will absorb the benefit.

fective and economical distribution, 
and at the same time knowing the 
desire of mothers for the information 
the Uunlverslty Health instruction 
Bureau has made arrangements with 
the Federal Bureau to secure a lim- 
ited number of copies for Wisconsin 
mothers and oluors who desire to 
know moie about modern baby-cul- 
ture as understood by specialists in 
this subject.

The assembly indefinitely postponed

Mr. Nash said that the railroads of

"There was the MacMahon affair,

great marshal, whose sudden and un- 
azplalned resignation of the French 
presidency had formed one of the 
most startling episodes of modern 
history. 


"Is it possible that you are In a posi-

"Thus repulsed, the president was 


compelled to stifle his eagerness, and 
to await the pleasure of. the fair un- 
known.

"This was the whole message. But, 


laconic as it was, the marshal per- 
ceived that it contained a promise of 
something more. It was evident that 
these lilies were to be regarded as a 
signal of communication, and that his 
obedience to the hint conveyed in the 
note would be taken as an evidence 
of his wish to gratify the unknown. 


"Every day, towards four o'clock, It

Rabbits an Ultimate Blessing. 


Something like 60 years ago a resi- 


dent of New South Wales, Australia, 
obtained from Europe three pairs of 
rabbits, and set them free in the 
colony. It was not many years be- 
fore the rabbits had multiplied to 
such an extent that the rabbit popu- 
lation was regarded as a scourge to 
agriculture. Entire sections of Aus- 
tralia were overrun with the rapidly 
multiplying animals, and it became 
necessary to enclose cultivated areas 
with rabbit-proof fencing 


Now, it appears from reports in 


Sydney newspapers, which reports 
are summarized in the Providence 
Journal, what was for years regarded 
as an unmitigated misfortune is be- 
coming a source of profit. The pest 
has become a moneymaker, and the 
memory of the guileless original im- 
porter is no longer anathematized. 
The exportation of rabbit skins from 
Australia now exceeds over $3,000,000 
annually. One local buyer alone sent 
a. ton ot rabbit skina a week through- 
out last season, and freezing works 
are being established to enable the 
carcasses of the animals to be sent 
to Europe as an economical and ac- 
ceptable food product.

This new move of the Germans in- 


volves tho outlay of hundreds of mil- 
lions, a gigantic financial operation In 
tho face of war needs and conditions. 


It la one of the most sensational de- 


velopments of the European conflict In 
connection with tho United States. Its 
consummation inevitably would load 
this country Into serious disagreement 
If not conflict with Great Britain and 
her allies. 


The latter will demand tho fulfill- 


ment of their contracta with theso con- 
coma. The German move is to prevent 
this delivery of munitions of war. With 
the consummation of the purchase tho 
German owners could refuse to fill tho 
contracts. 
They will not fear suits
